A POOR MAN’S WORLD. | 

“Discontent and bitterness have entered into 
our souls,” says Gov. Marshall. 

“So long have we been impressed with the ini- 
quity of special privilege, with the arrogance of 
some rich men, with the power of money to pro- 
duce peace or war, plenty or famine, that we have 
come to hate all those who have, and to believe 
that the possession of money is the mark of in- 
If you be one 
ot these, my brother, this hour calls upon you 
for charity. Many have succeeded honestly in 
this land: most have succeeded as they thought, 
honestly. There are but few who have not cared 
how success has come to them. Let us not con- 
demn until the sheep have been separated from 
the goats. Let us understand that it ig possible 
for the man in broadcloth and the man in hod- 
den gray to be brethren in America.” 

He might have gone further. He might have 
adjured the man in hodden gray to remember, 
charitably, that it was from his own ranks of 
hodden gray that the man in broadcloth has 
sprung. He might have gone still further and 
counseled the man in hodden gray that the whole 
trouble in the world is not due to the man in 
broadcloth or his character, but that characters 
of poor men bear a resemblance to rich men’s 
characters. He might have asked charitable judg- 
ment upon the rich man’s character because the 
poor man’s character is the source of the rich 
man’s character. 

’ This is a poor man’s world. It belongs to the 
poor man. it is what he has made it, and ft will 
be what he makes of it. The rich who hold power 
are only the poor who have prospered, and the 
rich, relatively, are hardly more than a negligi- 
ble quantity. They represent -comparatively lit- 
tle wealth, and comparatively little power beside 
those of the poor man, so-called. The great de- 
mocracy of this country is able to retake into its 
own hands at any time the essential power of 
government, Organized wealth is a political pyg- 
my beside the potential giant of the people. : 

The character and the spirit of the poor Amer- 

ican are of first importance, not only because the 
poor man of today will be the rich man of to- 
morrow, with some of his virtues and most of 
his faults, or because his influence will be heavy 
upon the future, but because his is the essential 
and potential governing character of today. 
The poor man who is consumed with hatred 
and envy of his brother who has fared better, will, 
iz he likewise succeeds, be an avaricious, cruel 
and unjust rich man. The poor man consumed 
with hatred and envy is incapable of justice to- 
wards his fellow man, rich or poor, today. 
In the sense in which Gov. Marshall conceives 
charity, it might be said that the charity of the 
poor is the hope of the world, for in it is bound 
up the spirit of justice of man to man. 
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The Penrose-Roosevelt-Cortelyou-Flinn mass- 
play for crushing truth to earth again forces the 
depressing conviction that all the lying is not 
being done by one elde. 
AFRICAN WILD WEST ROMANCE 
James Ward Rogers, the Californian, killed in 
Africa in a battle with a British force, will live 
again in the fiction creations designed for Amer- 
ican youth. Heretofore that voluminous and 
commercially important branch of fiction has not 
concerned itself much with Africa. Rogers’ ca- 
reer shows the attractions of a new setting. 
Wild West romance was reincarnated in this 
adventurer of Darkest Africa, of whose exploits 
the world heard nothing until his death and then 
through the prejudiced official reports of hig ene- 
mies. His type in the heroes of fiction and melo- 
drama would be that for which Boone and Davy 
Crockett and Kit Carson and perhaps Buffalo Bill 
furnished the suggestion, rather than the type 
modeled after the so-called bad menofthe wild 
frontier. The worst charged against him is that he 
ignored the right of felonious, land-grabbing Eu- 
ropean countries to prescribe conditions for ivory 
hunting in remote jungles over which they cannot 
pretend to exercise jurisdiction. But were not 
the chief characteristics of Natty Bumpo and 
other heroes of Cooper and of miscellaneous fic- 
tion a perfect contempt for all game laws and a 
delight in their persistent and flagrant violation? 
Ev& the British officér who killed him bears 
testimony to the greatness of Rogers’ achieve- 
ments. He exerted an influence over the natives 
to which many white men have aspired, but which 
few have gained: He introduced order and a 
semblance of government over a great region.

The English case in which a doctor was awarded 
$10,000 damages against another doctor, related 
in your “Latters from the People,” is very in- 
teresting because it brings into violent contrast 
another sample of English “justice.” One thou- 
sand five hundred and seventeen human beings 
‘went down to death on the Titanic, the victimg of 
English recklessness and greed. Capt. Smith, 
after repeated ice warnings, drove a new, untried 
vessel] at midnight at top speed in a region known 
to be dangerous. The director of the company, 
Ismay, was aboard, interested in making a record 
against competitors. Ismay saved his life in a 
half-filled boat leaving 1517 others to drown. Sir 
Casmo-Duff and wife were the only passengers 
on another boat which rowed off rapidly to safety 
and the cries of hundreds perishing in the icy 
waters. She was thoughtful enough, however, to 
get the signatures of the crew on 4a life preserver 
as a souvenir. All three of these worthies, Smith, 
Duff and Ismay, were held as entirely blameless 
by the English trial court. Our Senate Investigat- 
ing Committee, which brought the damaging facts 
to light, was denounced by the English press and 
{ts presiding officer, Senator Smith, ridiculed as 
an incompetent ignoramus, 

The purpose of all this was doubtless to save 


the company from damage suits as well as the 


reputation of British seamanship. Another glar- 
ing case in this connectian, known to few of your 
readers, was the suit brought in England by the 
old mother of the second purser (or cashier) of 
the Titanic for his death. Under their law dam- 
eges could not be claimed if the deceased! got 
over $1250 annual salary. His salary was $860, 
but Ismay claimed his board would more then 
make the difference and that, besides, he had 
more than $2500 of the company’s money in his 
possession when he went down. This plea was 
allowed by the English “Court of Justice” and the 
poor old mother was left to public charity.

U: S. Fuel Ship Jupiter, Biggest 
Craft Built on Pacific, Is 
Launched at Valejo, Cal.

VALLEJO, Cal., Aug. 24.—The United 
States fuel ship Jupiter, the first elec- 
trically driven seagoing vessel ever 
built, and the largest ship of any de- 
scription ever laid down on the Pacific 
Coast, was launched today at the Mare 
Island navy yard. 

The Jupiter will make about 14 knots 
an hour. She is 572 feet long by 66 feet 
beam, draws 27 feet 6 inches, displaces 
19,360 tons of water, and has a carrying 
capacity of 12,500 tons of coal and 875,000 
gallons of fuel oil. The keel was laid 
Oct. 16 last and the hull has been built 
in record time at a saving of nearly 
$100,000 over the appropriation of $1,200,- 
000 allowed by Congress. 

Power is supplied by a six-stage steam 
turbine of American design, driving a 
14,000-horsepower electric generator, the 
largest of its kind ever built, current 
from which is conducted to motors driv- 
ing twin screw shafts. 

New Idea in Propulsion, 

Hitherto the economics of turbine pro- 
pulsion have been limited by the fact 
that a turbine consumés the least steam 
when revolving at speeds so high that 
propellers keeping pace with them pro-| 
duce caviation—that is, the whirling 
screw ¢uts a hole for itself in the water 
and loses pushing power. To gain} 
economy at one end it has been neces- 
sary to cut down the turbine speed to a 
point where losses began to appear at 
the other end. 

To escape this evil the Jupiter was de- 
signed. Her steam turbines will be 
driven at 2000 or more revolutions a ae 
minute, but the electricity they generate 
will be supplied by motors to the twin 
shafts at a reduced sped, which can be] «= _ 
translated by the propellers without un- 
due loss. 

Coal can be loaded from the Jupiter 
into a warship at the rate of 100 tons an 
hour and the duplex pumps will. permit 
her to take in or pump out oil to an-

“GRITS A IT 
PAYSFORC CAPTURE & 


Government gos Give Fero- 
cious Bears From Yellow- 
stone Preserve. 


EXPENSE NEARLY $300 


Permission Is Obtained by So- 
ciety Through Congress- 
man Bartholdt. 


Authority to capture at the Yellow- 
stone National Park for the zoological 
collection at Forest Park & pair of 
grizzly bears, provided such capture is 
deemed practicable by Lieutenant- -Colo- 

nel L. M. Brett, acting superintendent 
of the reservation, has been issued to 
Col. Brett, according to a communica- 
tion received from the Department of 
the Interior through Congressman 
Richard Bartholdt yesterday. The 
Zoological Society of St. Louis will pay 
the expense of the hunt. 

The letter to Bartholdt says: 

“T am in receipt, by reference from 
the Secretary of Agriculture, of your 
letter of Aug. 13, 1912, inclosing letter 
from the Zoological Society of St. Louis, 
requesting that the United States donate 
to the society a pair of grizzly bears for 
the zoological collection in that city, 
basing such request upon the statement 
tHat the Government has presented a 
pair of grizzly bears to the Zoological 
Gardens at Milwaukee, Wis. 

Are Not Plientiful, 

‘In response I have to state that the 
records of the department show that 
grizzly bears are not plentiful in the 
Yellowstone National Park, but that 
black and brown bears are quite numer- 
ous and are more easily captured. The 
one condition imposed by this Depart- 
ment in relation to securing bears from 
the Yellowstone Park is that the bene- 
ficilary society or zoological garden re- 
ceiving the bears pay the expenses of 
capturing and transporting them to 
their destination, and this was the con- 
dition imposed in the case of the Zoolo- 
gical Garden at Milwaukee. 

“As a matter of information it may 
be stated that the expense incident to 
the capture in the Yellowstone National 
Park and transporting a male grizzly 
bear in August, 1911, from the park to 
the Zoological Society of Philadelphia, 
Pa., was $141.74. 

Deposit Must Bc Made. 

“Before action is taken looking to 
capturing bears in the park, the par- 
ties desiring them are required to de- 
posit with Lieutenant-Colonel L M. 
Brett, acting superintendent of the 
reservation, Yellowstone Park, Wryo., 
the amount of estimated expense. 
The expense of transporting a black 
or brown bear would be probably 
$15 or $20 less than ‘that required 
for shipping a grizzly, as the former 
can be transported in a crate, where- 


jas it would be unsafe to attempt to 


capture and transport a grizzly bear 
by means other than a cage. 

“It is suggested that the officers 
of the society take up the subject 
with Lieutenant-Colonel Brett, who 
will furnish them with an estimate of 
the expense of capturing and trans- 
porting grizzly bears from the park to 
St. Louis. Lieutenant-Colonel Brett 
has this day been advised hereof and 
authorized to capture. the bears if 
practicable, under the _ conditions 
herein mcntioned.” 

Forest Park already has four black 
bear cubs, which in several’ years will 
be grown, and three brown (cinnamon) 
bears. The only kinds of bear that the 
Zoological Society desires to add at 
present are grizzlies and polars. The 
park lacks proper accommodations for 
polar bears, but a pair ef grizzlies can 
be cared for in one of the three com- 
partments of the bear cage, the other 
two compartments of which are oc- 
cupied by the three cinnamons. The 
four black cubs have a cage of 
their own. The polar bear is a magni- 
ficent white creature but according to 
zoologists is much more plentiful than 
the grizzly, which is internationally 
famous for its ferocity. The grizzly is 
a large bear, native of Western North 
America. It has long fur, grizzly-gray 
or brownish in color. 

A committee consisting of George E. 
Dieckman, who presented the four black 


man, Cortlandt Harris and Frank 
Schwarz has been appointed to raise the 
sum required for the capture and ship- 
ment of a pair of grizely bears. A\)- 
though the official estimate of cost has 
not yet arrived, soologists say it will be 
between $200 and $300. The committee 
will seek to have one wealthy eitizen 
or business house defray the entire ex- 
pence. Recognition will be given on the 
sign attached to the cage.

Just before adopting the resolution to 
adjourn the House served an ultimatum 
on the senate by returning the confer- 
ence report of the General Deficiency 
Bill, which has been the subject of a 
conference wrangle all day, to that 
body with the demand that the upper 
Chamber waive its insistence for an 
agreement to the amendment providing 
one months extra pay for congress em- 
ployes and the payment of claims 
made by the states of Texas, Oregon, 
Virginia and Maryland. No conference 


provoked a storm of protest 
senators from the states af- 


Fitzerald announced that either the 

Senate would recede or the bill would 

go over until December. The House 

then took a recess until 2 o’clock to 

give the Senate opportunity to act. 
Taft's Trip Delayed, 

When it became apparent that an ad. 
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Senate was. devoted to the Penrose 
resolution, but Senator Heyburn pre- 
ventel action then. 

When the night session opened at 8:30 
p. m. Senator La Follette led the fight 
for the passage of the resolution and 
meeting the objection of Senators Hey- 
burn and Smoot openly announced his 
purpose of holding the Senate in session 
till it did something on the resolution. 

The conferees on the general deficien- 
cy bill which carries $12,000,000 had 
worked almost without cessation during 
the day. The measure as it passed the 
House contained less than $6,000,000, ‘and 
this sum was almost doubled by the 
amendments attaching the Senate. Be- 
cause of these big increases, the House 
conferees insisted that the Senate must 
recede from many of them. . 


When the day began there was appar- 
ent a general confidence that the session 
would be over before nightfall. Many 
senators and representatives had left 
Washington, the President had arranged 
to go to the Capitol in the afternoon to 
sign the final bills of the session and 
leave at 5:30 for Beverly, but changed 
his plans when both houses agreed on 
night sessions. 


La Follette Upset, Plans, 

La Follette, at 9:30 o’clock, upset the 
plans for adjournment by demanding 
ths adoption of an amendment to the 
resolution for the investigation of the 
Penrose-Archbold-Roosevelt campaign 
contribution controversy and insisting 
that action must be taken upon it. 

Angered by efforts to dissuade from 
his purposes, he announced that he 
would not permit adjournment until] the 
resolution was adopted. 

When La Follette presented the 
amendment, which would compel the 
committee to investigate all contri- 
butions to the present campaign, an 
objection was interposed by Senator 
Heyburn, who had fought the pro- 
posal earlier in the day. Senator 
Smoot protested that he had yielded 
the floor to La Follette for the pur- 
pose of asking unanimous consent 


for the consideration of the resolu- 
tion and not to permit the making

JOHNSTON'S TYPIST. 


LUDES ATTORNEYS 
AT RURAL RETREAT 


Girl of Mystery in Legal War Is 
With Her Mother Near 
Davenport, lo. 


While Rowland L, Johnston, former 
Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis 
County, is trying to have the Clayton 
Probate Court set aside a decree by 
which, July 27, he was declared in- 
sane, his stenographer, Miss Mildred 
Kurtenacker, woman of mystery in 
the case, remains tn seclusion hun- 
dreds of miles from St. Louis, 

No word as to the strange part she 
played for several years in John- 
ston's family and financial affairs 
ever has come from her, although a 
legal war, in which she figures prom- 
inently, has been waged almost 
ceaselessly since her arrest, July 18, 
on a charge of having stolen John- 
ston’s jewelry, money and private pa- 
pers. 

Miss Kurtenacker, it has been 
learned, is with her mother near 
Davenport, Io., and is not expected 
to return to St. Louis until the call- 
ing of her $100,000 damage _ suit 
against Prosecuting Attorney Mills 
and Constable Bode of 8st. Louis 
County and Detectives Kaiser and 
MeCarthy of St. Louis, for alleged il- 
legal arrest and imprisonment. 

The suit was filed July 19 by At- 
torneys William Grodzki and George 
B. Webster, who is a law partner of 
Johnston. It led directly to the dis- 
missal of a separate maintenance suit 
filed June 27 by Johnston's wife, Mrs. 
May C. Johnston of Fern Glen. The 
day after the damage suit was filed, 
Miss Kurtenacker was sent out of 
town by her attorneys. It was said 
that she had gone North. 

In East St. Louis for Time. 

Post-Dispatch reporters recently 
learned that Miss Kurtenacker went 
to the home of Harold Behrens, 
Twenty-second and Illinois avenue, 
East St. Louis, immediately after her 
arrest, and was there until less than 
a-month ago. 

This information came bousis Mrs. 

Behrens, who said she and Miss Kur- 
tenacker had been friends from girl- 
hood. Mrs. Behrens’ said the typist’s 
plight moved her to pity and caused 
her to offer her home as a refuge. 
Miss Kurtenacker would not be 
seen there by reporters. She had 
been ill, Mrs. Behrens said, the great- 
er part of the time since her arrival, 
and her nervousness sometimes made 
her a trying guest. 
From that time on all efforts to 
get a glimpse of. Miss Kurtenacker 
were in vain. ItAs believed that she 
was frighteneJ’/away by the knowl- 
edge tha r whereabouts had be- 
come known. Attorneys for the de- 
fendants in the $100,000 damage suit 
were hastening to secure a subpena 
from an East St. Louis court to force 
her to give a deposition, but she 
flitted away before service could be 
secured, :

Red Cross Will Send Nurses Into 


Suffering District. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. %.—Tales of 
poverty, sickness and threatened starva- 
tion came to the American Red Cross 
headquarters today from the relief com- 
mittee at Natchez, Miss. The com- 
munication made an urgent request for 
$10,000 to be used in alleviating the suf- 
fering caused by the recent flood in the 
Mississippi Valley.

OF ROBBING ESTATE 
OF A MILLIONAIRE 


Divorced Wife of St. Louisan 
Charged With Taking Val- 
uable Securities.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug, 4.—Mrs. 
Clara Rood Royce Akeley, divorced wife 
of a St. Louisan, is charged in a war- 
rant issued here with the larceny of val- 
uable securities from the estate of her 
husband, H. C. Akeley, retired mil- 
lionaire lumberman, who died in Long 
Beach, Cal., July 30. Rapid moves were 
made here today in the legal battle for 
possession of the Akeley wealth. Mean- 
time, Sherif? Langum is speeding to- 
ward Long Beach to have Mrs. Akeley 
arrested. 

District Judge Horace D. Dickinson 
issued a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing all Minnesota corporations in which 
Akeley had owned shares from transfer- 
ing the stock to his widow or any other 
person, pending the probating of the vs- 
tate, and treining Mrs, Akeley or her 
attorneys, Van Derlip and Lum, from 
makin« any move to bring about such 
transfers. 

Counsel for Mrs. Florence A. Quick, 
daughter of Akeley, and the only heir- 
at-law, in addition to the widow, inti- 
mated that Mrs, Akeley had married 
the aged millionaire by falsely represent- 
ing herself to be the widow of the son 
of a Judge Royce of the Vermont Su- 
preme Court, and charged that she falsely 
represented that her former husband 
was dead, when, as a matter of fact, he 
was alive. The Vermont Judge is said 
to have been an old friend of Akeley. 

Attachment Prevent, Transfer. 

Judge Dickinson late today issued an 
attachment covering all Minnesota real 
estate owned by the Akeley estate, with 
an estimated value of more than $200,- 
000, to prevent its being transferred 
pending the, probating of the estate. 

Counsel for Mrs. Quirk and the special 
administrators of the estate charged 
that Mrs. Akeley married the millionaire

Mrs. Akeley, apprised at Los Angeles 
that Sheriff Langum was on the way 
to arrest her, bitterly charged that, 
not Mrs. Florence A. Quirk, but her 
husband, J. P. Quirk, was responsible 
for the fight over the estate and himself 
had prever.ted an amicable settlement. 
She said further tha the conten‘s 
of a strongbox shipp to California 
had been given her her husband 
some time before his death. 

Requisition Is | Ingued. 

Armed with the warnant and requl- 
sition, Sheriff = sthabonis started last 
night for Sacremento, there to pre- 
sent the papers, and arrange for Mrs.

Lum .refused to comment on this phase 
of the case. 

Attorneys said that at East St. Louis, 
Ill,, Sept. 14, 1907, L. B. Royce obtained 
& divorce from Clara Royce on the 
ground of desertion. They were mar- 
ried in 1889 and the alleged desertion oc- 
curred in 1900. Service was had by pub- 
lication, though there was a report that 
Mrs. Royce was known to be in Atlan- 
ta at the time. 

On the other hand, attorneys for Mr« 
Akeley have said she obtained a divorce 
from Royce in the Superior Court of 
California, in 1904. 

L. B. Royce of 40@ Lincoln avenue 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter last night 
that he was divorced in East St. Louis 
in September, 1907, from Clara Rood 
Royce, and that he was perfectly satis- 
fied of the validity of the divorce. He 
since has married again. / 

“I married Clara Rood 2% years ago,” 
he sald. “She was the granddaughter 
of Judge Rood, who was on the bench 
in Vermont. Our marriage was in Low- 
ell, Mass. We removed to Georgia, and 
I was a traveling salesman. Twelve 
years ago I returned home one day, 
and found that my wife had left. I 
did not hear from her again. She was 
a’ beautiful, brilliant woman, and had 
apparently tired of the restrictions of 
the only life we could afford. 

'“Ror seven years I heard nothing 
from her. Then I filed suit in East St. 
Louis and obtained my divorce. I never 
heard of her until a year ago, when I 
saw a copy of the Los Angeles Exam- 
iner, with her picture and a notice of 
her forthcoming wedding to a wealthy 
lumberman. The story said he had 
known her family in Vermont, and that 
their acquaintance had been renewed in 
California. 

“The other day Attorney Clifford B. 
Allien came to me to inguire about 
the divorce, and I told him the same 
that I have just told.” 

Attorney Allen said last night that 
he had looked up the Royce divorce 
at the request of a Minneapolis law 
firm, and that the East St. Louis rec- 
ords indicated to him that it was 
valid.

His Telegram Arrives, tonne 
After Two Investigators 
Leave Washington. ‘ 


By Associated Press. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 24,—Col. 
Roosevelt announced tonight that he 
wanteq to appear Monday in Wash- 
ington before the Senate committee 
investigating campaign contributions 
to refute the testimony of John D, 
Archbold yesterday concerning his 
knowledge of an alleged contribu- 
tion of $100,000 by Mr. Archbold to 
the Republican campaign fund of 
1904, 

“I have wired Senator Clapp, chair- 
man of the committee,” Col, Roose- 
velt said, “that I should like to ap- 
pear before the committee on Mon- 
day.” 

At the time Col. Roosevelt made 
his announcement he had not re- 
ceived a reply from Senator Clapp to 
hig telegram, but had arranged to 
leave Oyster Bay for Washington in 
time to appear before the committee 
Monday. 


Colonel’s Message to Clapp. 

The Colpnel’s telegram read: 

“Senator M. E. Clapp, Senate Chamber, 
Washington, D. C., 

“As Iam not willing that Mr. Arch- 
bold’s statement about myself should 
pass without immediate contradiction, I 
request the privilege of appearing be- 
fore your committee on Monday. My 
engagements are such that it will be 
the greatest inconvenience to me and 
many others if the hearing is deferred 
to a later date. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

Col. Roosevelt met the correspondents 
tonight after a day spent in rowing on 
the bay and picnicking with his fam- 
ily. 

‘It is a most unheard of thing, ” he 
said in commenting on Archbold's testi- 
mony and his{ departure for Europe, 
“that Mr.-Arenbold should depart with- 
out testifying about the $25,000 he gave 
Senator Penrose. It is a most peculiar 
thing that the committee should allow 
him to depart without so testifying. 
There are no dead men concerned in 
that transaction. He could be sure of 
what he was testifying to in that. 

“T do not want a day more than neces- 
sary to elapse without placing on the 
record my testimony.”’ 

A report that Archbold had intimat- 
ed before sailing from New York today 
that he might sue Col. Roosevelt for 
libel was mentioned. 

“All right,’’ Col. Roosevelt replied. 
“He won't have a chance after I have 
testified.’ 

Col. Roosevelt is especially desirous 
of refuting that portion of Mr. Arch- 
bold’s testimony in which Mr. Arch- 
bold said the late Cornelius N. Bliss 
had told him that Col. Roosevelt knew 
of a.contribution of $100,000 by Mr. 
Archbold and appreciated it. 

The Colonel declares Mr. Bliss told 
him of no such contribution. Moreover, 
Col. Roosevelt made public written in- 
structions which he had given Chair- 
man Cortelyou of the National Repub- 
lican Committee at the time of the re- 
ported contribution by the Standard Oil 
that if the report was true the money 
be returned at once. 

Fears Inconvenience to Many. 

A report that the Investigating com- 
mittee had considered the advisability 
of holding meetings in New York 
reached Col. Roosevelt tonight. He 
said he had wired Senator Clapp that 
he was willing to go to Washington to 
testify, but would, of course, prefer 
New York if the committee could meet 
there,

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BILL REGRGANIZiING 
ARMY IS SIGNED 


$89,000,000 Provided to Estab- 
lish Reforms in Military 
Methods. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. %.—President 
Taft tonight signed the army appro- 
priation bill carrying approximately $89,- 
000,000 in providing reforms in the or- 
ganization of the War Department. A 
joint resolution covering the bill was 
passed by the House and Senate at the 
urgent request of Secretary of War 
Stimson. The detail provisions of the 
appropriation measure, which were to 
take effect immediately, would have 
disarranged the system of detailing of- 
ficers from regiments and would have 
partially broken up the army service 
schools, where many officers have been 
detailed for periods longer than the two 
years specified by the new law. 

The joint resolution passed tonight 
postpones until Dec. 15 the operation of 
that part of the bill regulating the de- 
tall of army officers away from their 
commands. 

President Taft's first nomination un- 
der the new army bill was that of 
Brigadier-General James P. Aleshire, UU. 
S. A., to be chief of the Quartermaster- 
General Department, with the rank of 
Major-General. Several of the old bu- 
reaus of the War Department will be 
consolidated In the new department un- 
der Gen. Aleshire.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. %.—An im- 
portant political meeting is scheduled 
for tomorrow afternoon at the summer 
home of Senator Penrose at Atlantic 
City.

She said he followed 
her upstairs and while she was look- 
ing for the change locked the door 
of his room and also the door which 
opens into the room of his brother, 
the police captain, who was absent.

country a tely $660,000,000 annu- 
ally if they had become laws. 

The farmers® free list bill which passed 
the House, it is estimated, would have 
saved the people of this country $390,- 
000,000 annually. The first articles placed 


ral implements amounts 
annually. Our imports 
000 and our exports 
during the last fiscal year were nearly 
$36, 000,000. 
The bill placed sewing machines on the 
free list, meeting the requirements of the 
poor seamstress. The measure met the 
wishes of the farmers with free agricul- 
tural implements and free fence wire; 
the cotton grower with free bagging and 
ties; the builder with free lumber, laths 
and shingles; the great masses of city 
folk, pressed for food and clothing with 
free meats, free leather and shoes and 
free salt. 
Under our tariff law a barrel 6f flour 
valued at $% abroad is taxed 2 per cent 
ad valorem at our ports, or $1 on the 
barrel. This bill removed the entire tax. 
Beef valued at $5.30 per 100 pounds 
abroad pays a tariff tax equivalent to 
25.88 per cent, or $1.50 per 100 pounds. 
This bill proposed to remove this entire 
tax. 
YS Wool Schedule Revisions. 
Five times within practically a year 
the Democrats have passed a bill revis- 
ing the wool schedule—their own bill at 
the first session of this Congress and 
then the compromise measure reported 
by the conferees of the two houses. The 
same two measures were passed at this 
session, and in addition to this the Presi- 
dent’s veto of the compromise bill was 
overridden. ‘ 
The Democratic bill vetoed by o 
President reduced the average rate of 
duty on wool manufactures from 90.10 
per cent to 48.36 per cent. 
The only real fact of the delay in the 
revision of schedule K was to cormnpel 
the people to pay for their woolen 
clothing during the year over $50,000,000 
more than they would have paid under 
the rate of the bill of the first session 
of this Congress. , 


To illustrate the meaning of this bill 
a wool hat valued at $1 in the port 
abroad is taxed 68 cents on its entry 
into the United States under the present 
tariff law. This Democratic bill pro- 
posed to reduce this duty. from 78 cents 
to 49 cents. 
Flannel underwear valued at $27 per 
dozen suits is taxed under the present 
law at the equivalent ad valorem rate of 
about 106 per cent. 
The Democratic bill proposed to re- 
duce this to 49 per cent. A _ guit of 
ready-made woolen clothing worth in 
Kurope $10 is taxed under the present 
law at the equivalent ad valorem rate of 
70 per cent, or $7.50. The Democratic 
bill proposed to reduce this tax from 
75 to 49 per cent and save the consumer 
$2.60 per suit. 

Cotton Bill Reductions. 
The cotton bill reduces the duties on 
cotton manufactures from 48.12 per cent 
to 27.06 per cent, a reduction of the 
tariff burdens under this schedule from 
not less than $200,000,000 to about $112,- 
000,000 for a year, or a saving of about 
$88,000,000 for a twelve-month period. 
To illustrate the effectiveness of the 
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vision sought by this bill men’s cotton 
hose valued at 80 cents per dozen pairs 
wholesale are taxed under the present 
law at the equivalent ad valorem rate 
of about 92 per cent. The Democratic 
bill proposed to reduce this to 40 per 
. cent. 

It is proposed to reduce the tax on cot- 
ton thread from an équivalent rate of 
34 per cent to 15 per cent. A suit of 
ready-made clothing valued at the for- 
eign port at $6 is taxed under our pres- 
ent law 60 per cent ad valorem, or $3 a 
suit. This Democratic bill proposed to 
reduce this tax to 30 per cent and save 
the consumer $1.20 per suit. 

The bill revising the metal schedule 
reduced the average rate of duty on the 
entire schedule from 33.35 per cent (im- 
ports of 1910) to 22.42 per cent. This re- 
vision, it is estimated, would have saved 
the American consumers in a twelve- 
month period more than $80,000,000. 

Denies Steel Needs Protection. 

This bill passed @ Senate in prac- 
tically the same form in which {is left 
th» House, and was vetoed by the 
President Aug. 14, 1912, the main reason 
given that, in the opinion of the Presi- 
dent, the iron and steel industries were 
not adequately protected by the rates. 
The iron and steel industry has reached 
a position of independence where it does 
not need the helping hand of the Gov- 
ernment In order to stand in competi- 
tion with foreign countries. 

The chemical bill not only correct- 
od numerous defects in the classifica- 
tion of the schedule, but made a sys- 
tematic adjustment of rates in the 
light of the present industrial con- 
ditions of the various businesses as 
well as in the interest of the eon- 


symers. The revision of this sched- 
Hifesyoould have effected a saving to 


merican consumers of about $17,- 
Pengoo by reducing the price of all 
chemicals, and at the same time the 
revenue to the Government would 
have been increased? This measure 
was defeated in the Senate. 

The bill placing’ sugar on the free 
list was passed in deference to a very 
general and persistent demand on 
the part of consumers. By it the 
consumers would save during a year 
not less than $115,000,000, and if en- 
acted the measure would have sub- 
stantially reduced the cost of living. 
The tariff tax on sugar amounts to 
about 1% cents per pound, 

As the entire tax enters into the 
price of sugar to the consumer, it ts 
easy to estimate the consumer’s bur- 
dens because of tariff duties on sugar. 
The amount of sugar consumed in 
continental United States in 1911 was 
bout 7,663,000 pounds, and the appli- 
cation of 1% cents per pound to this 
consumption affords the estimate of 
$115,000,000 as representing the sav- 
ing to the people. 

Measures Which Passed House. 

This Democratic Congress has of- 
fered reforms on a score of issues, 
of which the House has taken the 
following action:

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FOREIGN CARS ENTER 
FOR VANDERBILT CUP 


Since the annouricement was made 
early last week that Georges Boillot, 
winner of the French Grand Prix, 
was to drive a Peugeot car in the 
Vanderbilt Cup and Grand Prize 
races at Milwaukee, Sept. 17-21, a 
number of foreign manufacturers

Chairman Howard Longstreth of 
the A, A. A. Touring Board has ad- 
vised the various club runs and tour 
committees that the National Bureau 
at 437 Fifth avenue, New York, will 
supply special information from any 
part of the country as to the best 
routes to Atlantic City. It should 
also be borne in mind that New Jer- 
sey ig now open territory for tour- 
ing motorists, Gov. Wilson last 
spring having signed the reciprocity 
measure which gives non-residents 
free entrance for 15 days, It thus 
will be particularly fitting that the 
Governor on the opening day will 
deliver the address of welcome on 
behalf of the State of New Jersey. 


850,000 AUTOMOBILES 
REGISTERED IN U. 5. 


Some startling figures have just 
been produced about the use of the 
automobile in this country. Chief 
among them is the statement that the 
total registration for licenses for the 
year is 859,858, between Jan. 1 and 
July 1. This is an increase in the 
number of cars in use in the United 
States of 18.8 per cent. This would 
mean about 850,000 cars in use, as 
about 9000 may be registered in du- 
plicate, 

Among the states, New York still 
retains the lead in the number of 
registrations, with a total of 92,407, 
a gain of 8438 cars since the first*of 
the year. 

California is the next in line, show- 
ing the tremendous increase of 19,401 
between January and July this year 
and a total of 78,603. 

New Jersey, by reason of her rec- 
iprocity bill, dropped this year from 
third to seventh place and Ohio 
moved to third place, with a total to 
July 1 of 66,000, an increase from the 
preceding year of 10,000. 

Pennsylvania moved to the fourth 
place with a registration of 52,257; an 
increase of 7985. 

Illinois took the fifth place, suc- 
ceeding Massachusetts, which drop- 
ped back to eighth. The total regis- 
tration in Illinois to July 1, was 47,- 
104; a gain of 9000 during the year. 

Indiana succeeded to sixth place 
with 46,826; a gain of 10,000. 

New Jersey took seventh place 
with a total to July 1 of 42,632 which, 
in comparsion to her figures of last 
year (48,266), shows that 5628 cars 
belonging to nonresidents were not 
registered this year in New Jersey. 

Massachusetts occupies the eighth 
place with a registration of 42,000; a 
gain of 3093 compared with last year. 

Iowa retains ninth place with a 
registration of 38,009 cars; an in- 
crease of 10,000. 

Michigan is again tenth with 34,- 
588, or a gain of 6792.

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BIG ELGIN RACES 


With the Elgin road races only one 
week off interest in the event grows 
and indications are that the coming 
event will eclipse all former contests 
held on the Elgin circuit.

In 
the Ilitnois trophy race for cars of 301 
to 40 cubic inches, the distance to be 
covered is 203 miles or 2% laps. In ad- 
dition to the trophy the same cash 
prizes as are offered in the lightor 
évent will be awarded. These two races 
will be run simultaneously starting at 
11 a. m. 

The following day will see the battle 
for the Elgin National Trophy and the 
free-for-all starting at 11 o’clock. The 
former is a 254-mile race or 30 laps and 
the free-for-all 306 miles or 36 laps.’ The 
entrants in the Elgin National are per- 
mitted also to continue in the free-for- 
all in an effort to win the sum of 
$2500 in gold, $750 of which will go to 
the winner. The Elgin trophy is of- 
fered to class “C’’ cars of 600 cubic 
inches piston displacement and under, 
and the winner will retain the Elzin 
trophy for one year and also $1000 in 
cash. 

The “baby car’’ race will be approx- 
imately 96 miles in length or 12 laps 
of the course. First prize will be $300 
in cash and $200 will go to the secon 
best. The races are conducted by the 
Chicago Automobile Club, co-operating 
with the Elgin Road Race Association. 


JOY RIDER’S SENTENCE 
PLEASES AUTO CLUB 


Officers of the Automobile Club of 
St. Louls seen in the sentencing of 
Edward Wall Jr. to the workhouse 
& possible check to the pernicious 
habit of stealing automobiles by the 
“joy-riding automobile thief.” The 
cfub has been lending its aid to 
prosecutions for the stealing of au- 
tomobiles with little success. The 
prosecutors seemed inclined toward 
leniency in such cases. 

Wall was permitted to plead guilty 
of two charges of petty larceny, one 
for the stealing of the Madil] car, the 
other for taking that of Jeptha D. 
Howe. ‘ 

Roy F. Britton, chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the club, 
said: 

“This conviction is proof that con- 
victiong can be secured for this of- 
fense. The police records show that 
in less than six weeks—during July 
and the first part of August—over 
30 cars were stolen, and in many 
Cases the car was badly damaged and 
in some instances totally destroyed. 
Most of the cars were found aban- 
doned, but some have never been 
recovered,' About a month ago the 
club decided to make war against 
the joy-riding automobile thieves 
with a view of stopping the practice. 

“We are interested in the punish- 
ment of the automobile thieves in 
the interest of the public as well as 
for the protection of our members 
against loss by damage of their cars. 
The automobile thief is usually a 
drunken joy-rider who driveg wildly 
and recklessly about in the car he 
has stolen until something or some 
person is hit, then he runs away and 
abandons the car which he may have 
damaged a thousand or two dollars. 
He is a menace to the traveling pub- 
lic. 

“The sentence in the Wall case 
proves our contention that there is 
now sufficient punishment in the ex- 
isting laws, but to remove all doubts 
in the minds of the prosecutors, the 
Legislative Committee of the club 
will ask the Legislature to pass laws 
covering such cases, making the pun- 


ishment to fit the crime or misde- 
méanor committed.”

In both of the races 
that he ran in Stockholm the Providence 
youth finished very strongly and could have 
maintained his sprint much further. In the 
last 100 yards of the 8000-meter team con- 
test Tabor went from seventh position to 
third with his great finishing rush, and it 
must be remembered that in this race he 
wes running twice the distance for which 
he Was trained. Tabor is a runner who 
likes the other fellow to set the pace. He 
generally stays well behind unt!) a hundred 
yards from home, and then comes through 
with a tremendous rush that brings him 
up near the front always.

Have All They Want, 

But what do they want with whirl- 
ing trolley cars, skyscrapers and fac- 
tories When they wish such things 
they can drive three miles to Mach- 
ens and take a local train to St. 
Louis, 28 miles south. They have 
granitoid sidewalks now—a few-—-a 
telephone station, and, since last 
June, a bank. For the rest, they are 
proud of the huge watermelons 
which grow in the Missouri River 
bottoms around them, and of the corn 
which runs 100 bushels, the wheat, 35 
bushels, and the onions, 500 bushels 
to the acte. ‘f> »ulld a city there 
would, in their amuten, spoil splendid 
farm land, which ‘sa now valued at 
$350 an acre, but which is hard to 
buy at any price. 
No one knows just how long the 
Indians had had a village at Portage 
des Sioux before the first French ex- 
plorers came up the Mississippi. The 
date of the arrival of the French 
there is set as 1799, 85 years after 
Pierre Laclede’ Liguest stopped at St. 
Louis and 80 years after a trading 
port was established at St. Carles, 
on the Missouri River. 
The first white visitor to the places 
is said to have been Francis Leseur 
of St. Charles, or Petites Cotes, as 
that town was then called. He ob- 
tained a grant from Lieut-Governor 
Delassus, and with families from St. 
Charles and St. Louis, he moved to 
the place and gave it the name which 
it has since borne. Francis Saucier 
was made commandant of the town, 
and held this post for 19 years. 

Translated Indian Name. 
In naming the place, Lesever mere- 
ly translated into French the Indian 
name which it had long borne. 
“Portage” means crossing, particu- 
larly a place at which boats are car- 
ried across land er over a shallow 
place In a stream. 
The Indians living in that region 
knew enough of geography to know 
that it was four miles overland from 
that particular point on the Missis- 
sippi to the nearest point on the Mis- 
sourt River, and that it was more 
than 30 miles by water between the 
same places. So they made a trail 
and carried their canoes across, and 
the river bank in front of the town 
was often lined with the Indians’ 
canoes, and later, with the boats of 
traders, going to or from the Mis- 
souri River. Traces of the old trail 
were vigible long after it ceased to 
be used. 
The Indians living fn that region 
were not Sioux, the members of that 
tribe living farther 
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That the French are still dominant in 
the village is shown by the names of 
Jerome Duval, Wilson St. Cin and Jo- 
seph Echele, three of the four members 
of the Town Board of Trustees. Joseph 
Mersman is the fourth member. The 
population of the town is estimated at 


The oldest house, built In 1806, is the 
property of William La Parge and is 
pointed out to all visitors. Gov. M:.- 
Nair once lodged there, when St. Charles 
was the State capital. Speaker Champ 
Clark, In whose district the town lies, 
has made several speeches from the 
porch of the old dwelling. The inn was 
built in 1830, and Thomas Benton once 
slept in it. The church, although it has 
an Old World look, was built in 1879, the 
year after the burning of the old church, 
which was built In 18%. It bears the 
name of St. Francis, and its most reé- 
cent pastors have been Fathers Schroe- 
der, Mehring and Rensman. 

Petition drawn in October, 1808, for a 
grant of “commons” shows the names 
of the original settlers of the town. The 
signers were Francis Saucier, Francis 
Leseur, Simon Lepage, Charles Hibert, 
Julian Roi, Augusta Clairmont, Etienne 
Pepin, Abram Dumont, Louis Grand, 
Jaques Godefroi, Baptiste La Croix, Bra- 
zil Picard, Patrice Roi, Joseph Guinard, 
Antoine Lepage, Pierre Clermont, David 
Eshbough, Charles Rol, Thomas Whitley, 
Mathew Saucier and Solomon Pettit. 

The descendants of many of these pio- 
neers now live in Portage des Sioux. 
The first white child born at the village 
was Bridget Saucier, daughter of the 
commandant. She was born in March, 
1800, became the wife of Stephen de Lile, 
end lived in the town as late as 1875.

At another place her mule became 
sick, being unused to the high alti- 
tude. She revived him by holding 
her silver-grilled bottle of smelling 
salts under his nose. 

She fell into a mountain stream, 
swollen by a torrent of rain. The 
first thing she did after her hus- 
band pulled her to land and safety 
was to take from her bag a small 
mirror, by which she rearranged 
her hair.

“TI managed on all my trips to get 
along well, and I’ve wondered why men 
have so absolutely manopolized the fie!d 
of exploration. Why did woman never 
go to the arctic, try for one pole or ihe 
other, or invade Africa, Thibet, or un- 
Known wildernesses? I’ve never found 
my sex a hinderment; never faced a dif- 
ficulty which a woman, as well as a 
man, could not surmount; never felt a 
fear of danger; never lacked courage to 
protect myself. I’ve been in tight places, 
have seen harrowing things. 


“I shall ‘never forget my journey wp 
over the Andes. Our saddle journey 
began at Tirrapata, and our path 
thence took us up over mountains 19,00 
to 23,000 feet high. I remember stopping 
in the square of an old Indian town and 
brewing tea over our alcohol lamp, snd 
how the natives, who had never seen 
alcohol burn, gathered about us with 
puzzlement and wonder. We passed 
through towns much as they were in 
the time of the Incas, before the Span- 
ish conquest. In the. high altitudes it 
hecame very cold; respiration was dif- 
ficult. The mules constantly succumbed 
to mountain sickness. 


Smelling Salts for Mule. 


OTS inine I had a perfectly femin- 
inine inspiration. Seeing evi- 
dences of sirroche in my mule. 
{ whipped out my smelling salts. My 
nusband laughed, but they revived the 
mule. Thereafter I constantly used .he 
bottle with success.” 

Up in the Andean highlands Mrs. 
Adams discovered what she considers 
the original of the Merry Widow hat. 
There also she found a curious custom 
whereby, a8 a baby grows, stones ire 
placed on its back. 

“The women carry their babies on 
their backs,’’ she said. “On the back 
of the infant, in turn, a mother places 
in a pouch a stone. As the baby in- 
creases in age the size of the stone is 
increased. Children grow up literally 
with burdens on their backs. By the 
time a youth has reached 15 he carries 
® stone which the strongest Prizefighter, 
heavyweight lifter, or hodcarrier could 
not handle. By this method the men 
of the race attain an almost superhu- 
man strength. They are gigantic, giv- 
ing the impression of mighty physica) 
power. 

“One day we passed, just at noon, in 
the pass of Aricoma, 17,000 feet above 
the sea, and below me for thousands of 
miles, hidden by masses of clouds, lay 
the great Amazonian forest, 


mountains, and often lay along the edge 
of abysmal canyons. 


“While making our descent a storm 
arose—a terrific hurricane of wind and 
rain. Water gushed down the hollow 
road and the mules were almost swept 
from their feet. One of our guides dis- 
appeared—later we learned the mule he 
led had fallen over the abyss, and, 
afraid to follow us, he returned to an 
Andean settlement. To keep our spir- 
its, and in the face of fmminent death, 
my husband began to sing ‘Oh, ain’t it 
a shame, a Méeasly shame, to keep us 
waiting, out in the rain.’ 


“Toward nightfall we missed the 
new trail and went the wrong way. 
At 9 o’clock that night, in the dark- 
ness, we dismounted. Rain was fall- 
ing in torrents. My husband went 
ahead, leading his mule. The trail 
narrowed to the width of one foot. I 
had simply to put my back against 
the rocks and hold on with both 
hands. We turned to go back, but 
my own little horse behind me, be- 
cause of the narrowness of the trail, 
was unable to turn. We had to go 
on, The rain increased, the lightning 
flashed terribly, and below my feet. 
in the depths of the canyon, I could 
hear the furious waters, swollen by 
the rain, hissing... 


Struck by Avalanche. 
OS struck t a crashing sound 
struck terror to my heart. 
While I stood there, grasp- 
ing the rocks behind me, an ava- 
lanche of earth and stones, loosened 
by the rain, descended suddenly from 
the heights above. Rocks and 
stones struck me—TI struggled with 
grim determination to hold to the 
stone behind—at times I feared I 
should be carried down. But it was 
soon over. I, however, was sore for 
weeks. Slowly and cautiously we 
lowered our bodies and then. on hands 
and feet, inch by inch, crept down- 
ward. ‘This is death,’ I whispered 
to my husband. ‘We can’t go on.’ 
But on we went—finally we reached 
the bottom of the canyon, where we 
expected to find a bridge spanning 
the river. In the darkness we reach- 
ed out to find it—the bridge was 
gone. It had been washed away. 
We lay panting, suffering, tortured 
by hordes of mosquitos, throughout 
the night. 


“When morning dawned, to our de- 
light, we saw one log remained of 
the bridge. It was rotten and. dan- 
gerous, but on all fours we crept 
across. That day I nearly lost my 
life in a deep torrent. I remember 
my husband laughing when, after he 
had dragged me to safety, I pulled 
rout a small pocket mirror and 
primped my hair. Right after this 
experience we came to the camp 
where I found my fat friend—and 
then we plunged into the untrodden 
wilderness.” 


In the interior forest country Mrs. 
Adams found much excitement in shoot- 
ing monkeys. She said: 


“At first I hardly thought I'd like the 
meat, but found it delicious—just like 
Belgian hare. However, later I couldn't 
shoot monkeysethey seemed too human. 
Wandering through the forest we came 
upon tribes engaged in primitive rubber 
gathering. We traveled on foot, and 
the earth for vast stretches was so0 
swampy we had to pull one foot after 
the other. In this district there was ab- 
solutely no sunshine. We passed exten- 
sive areas where the trees were killed 
by vampire vines. The wild fig is a 
wicked thing—it enfolds other trees and 
ruthlessly kills them. On the top of the 
dead trees the vampire vines blossom 
wonderfully. We went down the Tam- 
bapata River and met the Chunos, or 
savage Indians. As clothing they wore 
natural shirts beaten from the bark of 
trees, and as jewels the women adorn 
themselves with monkey teeth.” 


Lost 16,000 Feet Above Sea. 


FTER they had reascended the An- 
A des, on their outward journey, Mrs. 
Adams and her husband lost their 

way. 

“We left the Pass of Aricoma, and in- 
stead of turning toward Cucero we 
turned toward the Poto mine, and by 
mistake got into a canyon at night. It 
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awake, my teeth chattering. We were 
16,000 feet above the sea, it was below 
zero and we had no adequate means of 
protection. Ice froze my hair; there- 
fafter I had neuralgia for weeks. Tears 
came to my eyes, my lids froze together. 
When it was light enough in the morn- 
ing we got un our horses and began to 
travel—toward 11 o’clock we saw a black, 
snake-like streak writhing over the ta- 
bleland of Puna. 

**What is that?’’ I asked. 

“*‘A mirage,’ my husband hazarded. 

““No say,’ said the Indian guide, 
shaking his head. 

“We decided to investigate the sin- 
gular phenomenon. When we got to 
it we found we were on the shores 
of a strange river, wide and long, 
filled with a curious black substance. 
My husband examined it. ‘It’s peat,’ 
he said. We later learned it had burst 
from a glacier high in the mountain 
three weeks before. Of course, the 
Indians did not know what it was, 
But we had made, inadvertently, an 
important geologic discovery.” 

The finding of the peat river has 
attracted great attention in scien- 
tific circles, for, in the opinion of 
geologists, it proves the formation 
of the Andes by volcanic action, as 
no scientific research had ever dem- 
onstrated, The river of peat at some 
remote age, so scientists declare, had 
been brought up from sea level. That 
was possibly 1,000,000 years ago. 


Attacked by the Indians. 


HREE hours before they reached 
T Pisac, while traveling through 

‘a canyon, Mrs. Adams and her 
husband were themselves attacked 
by three ‘Quichua Indians. One 
grabbed hold of Mrs. Adams’ saddle, 
two seized Mr. Adams, who was on 
foot. Mr. Adams, however, managed 
to grasp: an eight-inch knife from 
the saddle bag, despite the struggle, 
and, slashing to and fro, stabbed one 
of the Indians on the wrist. |. They 
were immediately cowed and retreat- 
ed. Mrs. Adams and her husband, 
spurring their animals, galloped 
away. 

After this the party went to Are- 
quipa, whence they ascended Mount 
Misti, the peak of which rose to the 
height of 6800 feet above them. From 
the summit Mrs. Adams saw the city 
of Arequipa, which itself is 12,400 
feet above the sea, below them; she 
viewed the vast ranges of the Cor- 
dilleras, and in the distance actually 
saw the sea, Mrs. Adams investigated 
the crater of the extinct volcano 
while there. She found it difficult to 
make water boil over her alcohol 
lamp, consequently they had to fore- 
go their usual ration of pea soup. 

After circumnavigating the south- 
ern extremity of the continent, stop- 
ping off at various ports, Mrs. Ad- 
ams and her husband took a journey 
in a native canoe on the Matagrossa 
River, bound for East Bolivia, and in 
this country, covered with floods, saw 
a strange animal—a cross between a 
zebra and an ox. 


Rivers Blocked by Hyacinths. 
“VAS entered rivers filled with 


purple hyacinths—one of 

the most lovely spettacles 
in the world,” she relates. “They 
grew so thickly that they blocked 
navigation. There were veritable lily 
islands. The waters were filled with 
snakes ang swimming animals, In 
Northern Paraguay we were com- 
pelled to stop for a night because 
the camelots, or water flowers, 
blocked our way; the paddles of the 
boat constantly cut hundreds of 


teeming snakes, At Corumba we took 
a little launch, in which we finally 


reached Puerto Suarez, It was a iown 
sunk deep in mud, with no hvtel. 
Great palmettos reached from the 
flooded waters, and among them we 
saw hundreds of white aigrettes. 
Thousands of monkeys were about us 
—the air was filled with howling.” 


In Eastern Bolivia Mrs. Adams met 
some rubber pickers who came from the 
interior and told of tribes who ate the 
dead. “They probably believe the 
theory,” added the woman explorer, 
“that it is better to be in the stomach 
of a friend than to be in the cold, 5 atin 
ground.,”’ 

At Curambo Mrs. Adams met a Brit- 
isher, who was interested in boa con- 
strictors, and who had secured from the 
Indians @ skin 22 feet long, possibly the 
largest speciment in the world. On her 
journey back, while ashore in the wild 
country, Mrs. Adams took a photograph 
of a huge constrictor in a tree. 

One of Mrs. Adams’ most interesting 
anecdotes follows: 

“It was after the ascent of Mount 
Misti that a Scotchman called upon me. 
and, opening a yeast can, reached in 
and drew out by the hair two tiny nu- 
man heads. I was thrilled with horror 
by the miniature mummy faces. The 
heads were no bigger than one’s fist, 
yet the features were perfect, and the 
hair and eyelashes were as long as in 
life—abnormally long for those tiny 
faces. The Scotchman told me he had 
secured the specimens through some 
border Indians, who occasionally got in 
touch with a savage tribe of the inte- 
rior and thus decapitate and preserve 
the heads of their enemies. One head 
was of a boy, the other of woman. 
How the Indians extract the skull bones 
of a normal head, and reduce the fea- 
tures, preserving the likeness intact, -s 
a mystery no one has ever learned. It 
S a grewsome, uncanny thing to con- 
template. They say the tribe, aftet 
preserving the heads, puts them up on.

STANLEY, IN HOUSE, 
FIRES A PARTING 
SHOT AT COLONEL 


Steel Trust Investigator Calls 
Him Proponent of Dangér- 
ous Policies. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Chairman 
Stanley of the House Steel Trust In- 
vestigating Committee, fired a- farewell 
Lroadside at former President Ro ze- 
velt today in reply to the Colonel's 
characterization of the work of the 
committee as ‘foolish and futile.” Stan- 
ley charged that the former President 
desired no legislation that would curb 
capital or monopoly and ‘that he had 
failed to take any position with refer- 
ence to the dissolution or control of 
the Harvester Trust or the Unitsd 
States Steel Corporation. 

Stanley declared that ‘“‘the late reve- 
lations of the ralations between Jol. 
Roosevelt and the Standard OH Co. 
should surprise nobody.’’ He insisted 
that for years Roosevek had kept in 
touch with wealthy men and “ap- 
proachable politicians of the same 
stripe.’”’ 

“The worst part of it,” he contin- 
ued, “is not that Mr. Roosevelt 
shared the plunder of this lawless 
monopoly. The money was collected 
and spent; that is ancient history. 
The astounding and menacing phase 
of the situation is not that he once 
had access to the purse of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., 
tempting with audacity characteris- 
tic of Roosevelt alone, to carry out 
to the letter the pet policies of H.

MAIN BODY OF THE

Eleven-Story Tower Will 
Rise Above St. Louis Sky- 
line and Be Illuminated at 
Night — Cost, Without 
Site, $1,500,000. 


A %%-story building, costing $1,500,000 
exclusive of the site, will be erected by 
a subsidiary of the Comonwealth Trust 
Co. at the northeast corner of Broadway 
and Olive street. 

The height of the building will exceed 
that of any other building in St. Louis, 
dwarfing the Third National Bank 
Building, southwest corner of Broadway 
and Olive street, and the Railway Ex- 
change Building, facing Sixth, Olive, Lo- 
cust and Seventh streets. 


The structure, the plans for which 
have been completed by Eames & Young, 
architects, will be of monumental pro- 
portions. 

The first 19 stories will occupy 4 quar- 
ter of a block, while the other 11 stories 
will be in the form of a tower. The 
tower will be 40 by 40 feet or 1600 square 
feet to each floor. A suite of three or 
four ofices wil be arranged in each 
story of the tower, which will be 
equipped with express elevators. 

Electrical Power. 

Electrical devices will illuminate the 
tower at night. 

The plan of the main structure has not 
been revealed, but the ofices, it is un- 
derstood, will be arranged both singly 
and in suites. The equipment will rep- 
resent the latest modern appliances, in- 
cluding passenger and freight elevators. 

The excavating for the foundation of 
the skyscraper probably will be begun 
this week, the dismantling of the for- 
mer building of the Commonwealth Trust 
Co. having been completed; 

The improvement will represent an in- 
vestment of approximately $5,000,000. In 
addition to that of the former Common- 
wealth Trust Building and of those of 


i 'g-veral adjoining buildings on Broadway, 


the site will include the former property 
of the Third National Bank. 

The latter was acquired from the Third 
Nationa! Bank for $300,000, yielding it a 
profit of $200,000 over the original pur- 
chase price. 

Four Corners Bullt Up. 

The new big structure, it is believed, 
will have a wholesome effect on values 
in this quarter, completing the perma- 
nent improvement of the four corners 
of this intersection, the three other cor- 
ners being occupied by the National 
Bank of Commerce, the La Salle Build- 
ing and the Third National Bank Build- 
ing.

Picturesque and varied has been the career cof 
the “Ocean Hell.” She was built in 1790 at Moul- 
main, Burmah, “by the old. Moulmain pagoda 
looking eastwards to the sea,’..for the East In- 
dia Co., as an armed merchan ‘man. Her arma- 
ment consisted of seven brass guns on each side. 
Her tonnage was 589, and she was 135 feet long 
and 29 feet beam. Her solid sides were 2 feet 
6 inches thick at the bilge and her keelson was 
a solid teak baulk of massive thickness. 

Her square-cut stern and quarter galleries 
Stamped her at once with the hallmark of an- 
tiquity and her bluff bow showed that she could 
never have distinguished herself for a high rate 
of speed. Yet pains were taken to make her trim 
and smart and fit to hold a leading place among 
her sister ships of the Anglo-Indian fleet. 

Her decks were trodden by the silken-slippered 
feet of Indian princes and nabobs of rank and 
quality and by merchants trading in ivory, silk 
and precious stones, whose patronage was s0- 
licited by the owners of these ships of pleasing 
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and €Veor gorgeous exterior. Remnants of grear 
gilded scrolls upon a rich blue ground have been 
brought to light on scratching away the super- 
imposed coating. The quarter galleries, too, were 
originally decorated with massive and artistic 
carvings. Escutcheons could easily be traced at 
regular intervals from stem to stern, and the 
fo’c’sle head, raised high aloft forward, bore at 
jis extremity a symbol of innocence and beautiful 
womanhood in the origina] figurehead of exqui- 
site design—a strangely inappropriate emblem in 
the days when crime-stained convicts in clank- 
ing chains put to flight all thoughts of innocence 
aud beauty. 

The “Success” landed the first English emi- 
grants at the place where the city of Perth, Aus- 
tralia, stands, and was later purchased by the 
Victorian Government for conversion into a pris- 
on ship. Cells, strong and gloomy, were constructed 
on the ‘tween and lower decks and in these the 
desperate prisoners of a desperate time were “ate 
commodated.” A large force of warders was em- 
ployed to guard the prisoners, and in order to igo- 
late the ship a cordon of buoys was moored 
around the hulk at a distance of 75 yards, and 
any person entering the circle without atither- 
ity, or not being possessed with a countersign, 
rendered himself liable to the severest penalties, 
even to being shot on sight. 

The lower deck was devoted to the worst type 
of convicts and only prisoners of the better class 
were confined in the ‘tween deck cells. These 
men were employed at the quarries and in the 
construction of the pier and breakwater which 
stands today at Fort Williamstown, Melbourne 
Australia, as reminders of the worst old days 
of the last century. 


| Sunk Ay Convicts’ § | 
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It is recorded tnat during the time the “Success” 
served a8 a convict prison not one man escaped, 
so perfect was the discipline and so rigorous the 
confinement of the convicts. In 1857 the disclos- 
ures that had been made of the brutal and in- 
human treatment meted out to prisoners created 
a fierce outcry in Australia amounting almost to 
revolt against the English Government, and re- 
sulied’ in the abandonment of the hul system. 

For some years later—from 1860 to 1S63---the 
“Success” Was used as a women's prison, then 
she became successively a reformatory ship and 
ammunition store. Later aj the prison hulks 
were ordered to be sold on the express conditfon 
that they were to be broken up and “their asso- 
ciations lost to the recollection of the residents 
of Melbourne.”

ITH the screeching of 
¥ thousands of parrots as 
a shrill and piercing 
requiem, beautiful Guad- 
alajara, second city. of 
Mexico, “The Pearl of 
the Occident,” is crum- 
bling into ruin under the 
shock of a _ series of 
earthquakes, which has 
continued daily, almost 
without intermission, 
since May. Dispatches 
from the city state tha. 
part of it has already 
been laid flat, and that its end is believed to be 
near. 

During the four months of frightful strain to 
which the pleasure-loving inhabitants have been 
subjected, during the 120 days at any moment of 
which it was expected the earth would open and 
engulf the city, with its spires and colonnades, 
the stricken citizens learned to place reliance in 
the warning screeches uttered by their parrots. 
These birds, it is believed in the earthquake 
zones Of Mexico, are infallible prophets of earth- 
-quakes, and are held in honor as devout as that 
which repaid the cackling of the geese which

before a tremor is due, the birds show great 
restlessness. This period of nervousness is foi- 
lowed by loud and peculiar cries, uttered every 
few minutes.

There are many parrots in Guadalajara which 
bave been faithful alarmists during the long and 
trying visitation of earthquakes.

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But for the fact that revolutiouaiy tioal.es in 
Mexico have occupied publie attention, the re- 
markable ordeal through which Guadalajara is 
passing would have attracted much greater in- 
terest. The peculiar succéssion of earth tre- 
mors, dissimilar in their steady continuity over 
so long a period from any previous records ‘n 
seismic history, would afford an absorbing study 
for scientists., But the bands of robbers and in- 
surrectos who range through the State of Jalisco 
make travel perilous, so that no technical re- 


jor months may ever be made. 

Nevertheless, several rough and ready theorics 
as to the explanation of the disturbance have been 
made by the citizens. It was at first thought 
they had connection with Mount Colima volcano, 
95 miles to the south, which has for several weeks 
been in unusual activity, pouring lava and ashes 
from its crater. But this theory was damaged by 
the fact that there have been no noteworthy 
seismic shoe's in the immediate vicinity of the 
volcano it: eif 
. Ancther exo) nation is that the shocks emanate 
from Lake Chapala, 50 miles to the east, the bed 
ot which Was once the crater of a voleano. As 
evidence, it is asserted that the shocks in the 
vicinity of the lake are even more severe than 
these im the city. It is believed by some that a 
mighty convulsion is brewing, in which the waters 
of the lake will be expelled and the dead crater 
again become a vent for the earth’s internal 
flames. Still others, while rejecting Cesario Gar- 
cia’s claim to divine sanctidn, believe. he was cor- 
rect in mantaining that the snocks are the birth 
pangs of a volcano which is to arise upon the site 
of Guadalajara itself. 

No record has been kept of the killed and in- 
jured, but it is known that there have been 
numerous fatalities.
